Hon. Mr. Elliott said bo thougbl: it 
right to inform the House of tho result of 
tlia interviavT holil between himself and 
the leader of tho Oppositiou yoatorday and 
this morning. He would read to the 
Hoase the propositiona made by Mr. 
W«lkem yesterday. They were as {ollows: 
(1) Guarantee for piissago of a Quartz 
Act; (2) guarantee for proroyation nftor 
passage of said Act and of a vote on ao- 
ooant and then immediate dissolution and 
immediate issue of new writs; (3) vote on 
account (see Todd, 486, vol. 1) to bo 
passed for maintenance of Oariboo trnnk 
road; maintenance of public schools; pay- 
ment of mining ouginoor; payment to 
Garibo6 Qnartz Co. of at,itutory grama; 
maintenance of administration of justice, 
of jails, of hospitals and of asylum. When 
ho and the hon. gentleman Q))po3ite met 
terms were easily come to. Ho (Mr. E ) 
■nbmitted that the salaries of uli public 
offioera shoald be included in the 
Vote on account as well as the grant 
for ■ cofferdam work and contracts 
and the necessary grants for tho 
repairs to roads in tho various diatriots—

given the leader of the Opposition every 
assaranpa that the Quartz Bill should he 
v:- passedilbiifha (Mr. E.) had also con- 
■• tended that it was proper, in view of dis- 
solution, that tho House should be asked 
te discuss in a fair spirit the Conatitutiou 
Amendment Bill that had been placed 
before the House yesterday. Tho lion, 
gentleman, however, had strongly object- 
ed to the Bill being introduced before dis- 
■olntiou and result of the oonfereuco, 
\rhich hod been adjourned till this morn- 
ing, 'was that the lejiJor of tho Opposi- 
tion would consent to tlie discussion of no 
measures other than the estimates and 
"■^■^Y^Jtti*,. Quartz Bill without tho uuani- 
mbtia oonaent of the House. Tho

fit to do so. (Hear, hear.) He would gira 
the House hit pledge that the Qovernmont 
had no intention at tho present time of 
increasing the proposed number of repre- 
sentatives further than 27. He saw no 
object to bo gained in further irregular 
discussion, and moved that the House do 
now proceed with the Estimates. 

Mr. Walkem said the Opposition want- 
ed the Constitution amended without any 
increase of members. He would move in 
amendment that tho order for the Quartz 
Bill ba called up. 

Mr.Speakar eaid tho question was,"Shall 
the Orders of the day be now read," and 
the amendment was out of order. 

Hon. Mr. Blliott contended that it was 
wUra vires of a private member to call up 
the order for a Government measure. 

Mr. Walkem questioned Mr. Speaker's 
decision and accused him of partiality. 

Mr. Speaker aaid it would bettor bo- 
coma tho leader of tho Opi^osition if ho 
treated the Chair with respect. (Loud 
applanse.) Ha never gave a deoiaiou un- 
less it were backed by Parliamentary au- 
thority. 

Mr. Wiilkem said he had no respect for 
a Speaker who oould accuse a raomber 
of a orimo whan ha was only guilty of a 
mistake. (Cries of order and shamo.) 

Mr. Speaker said that if tho member 
were guilty of what he had been aocnsed 
he was guilty of a political crime and ho 
would repeat tho assertion now. (Loud 
applause.) Ho would give tho londor of 
tho Opposition authority at a future dato 
for ruling tho amendment out of ordor. 

Mr. Walkem apoka in favor of tho 
amendment, and intimated that it was tho 
iutoution of the Opposition to oppose the 
passage of the estimates until a guarantee 
hud been given from a high authority for 
tho passagQ of tho Quartz Bill. Ho knew 
for a fact that a Minister had stated in Tuii 
CoLONisinowspapor that ho(Mr. Walkem) 
had intentionally kept tho Quartz Bill 
back. That statement WAS utterly false. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott — Give the name of 
Minister. 

Mr. Walkem would decliuo to give any 
name, he would reiterate tho assertion, 
novortholos.i. (Cries of shame! shame!) 
He did not believe that the professions of 
the Qovernmont were genuine on tho 
Quartz Bill and he was satisfied the coun- 
try would BOO who was in tho right and 
who in tho wrong. He held that if tho 
Opposition had made any conconsiou it 
was a credit to tliom and ono iu tho in- 
terests of the country, The estimates 
waro in their hands and they would not 
be deprived of the control of them until 
the Quartz Bill wore placed on n safe foot- 
ing. The Opposition were oagor to see 
the mcasnro become law, but they wore 
doing their duty in opposing tho passage 
of the ostioiatos. There was no reason 
for deferring tho Quartz Bill and it was 
most reasonable that tho Opposition 
should persist on its passage before tho 
estimates. Tho hon. gentleman continued 
in an excitable manner to comment on 
tho Government policy, terming it a con- 
temptible plot, assorting that the Opposi- 
tion would" uovor relinquish their consti- 
tutional grasp on tho estimatas, Ho 
challenged the Government to carry out 
their plans as soon as ever thoy choao 
and before ho wont further he would ask 
the leader of tho Govornmont if he would 
consent to tho reading of tho Quartz Bill 
now. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott — No. Immediately af- 
ter the necessary EstimatM are passed. That 
is what I have said tianx first to last and 
what I intend to adhere to. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Walkem replied that tho Opposi- 
tion wonld novor flinch from tho stand 
thoy had taken, but would rtaort to tho 
same policy in conpeotion with the Esti- 
mates as thoy had in connection with tho 
Constitution Amendment Bill for they 
would bo recreant to their constituents 
if they did otherwise. The damnable plot 
of tho Governmout would never bo sub- 
mitted to by tho Opposition, Ho knew 
thnttliB Government wanted the Estimates 
Qrst with a hope that once they were en- 
tered on thoy would bo passed for tho 
year. Tho Leader of the Government had 
said thi>t disBolntion would shortly tako 
place, but the Opposition were not pra- 
pared to place implicit confldenoe in tho 
assertion. Dissolution was by no means 
cortaiu if the Estimates wero onoa passed. 
It was rumored on tho streets that tho 
Government intended to insist on tho 
passage of the Estimates and if the Oppo- 
sition would not pass them the Governor 
would be asked to prorogue tho House, 
ijnd thou the public offices would bo clos- 
ed ^ud all works on the roads neglected, 
thus bringing want and distress to hun- 
dreds. Ho dared the Government to re- 
sort to any such dovilish scheme and 
hoped to heavon tho rumor that thoy 
would do so was not true. (Laughter.) 
Tho hon. gentleman then accused tho 
Loader of the Government of neglecting 
to show any solicitude in the Quartz 
Bill. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott replied that itr was a 
Government measure and that it had beou 
refarod for revision to roproBcntatives from 
mining districts. His name had ouly 
baon placed on the Committee as a matter 
of formality and courtojy. It was quite 
impossible that he could bo in attendance 
at the meetings of the Committee and it 
was well understood that the amendment 
of the bill should be lefb to representa- 
tives from tho mineral districts. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Mr. Walkem, continuing, asserted that 
the Opposition had never refused to puss 
the necessary supplies and they' wore 
willing to do so oven now immediately 
after tho passage of tho Quartz Bill. The 
guarantee demanded for tho passage of 
that measure was its immediate consider- 
ation. He aoousod tho Govornmont of a 
plot to dissolve the House without the 
Bill of Supply being passed in order that 
thoy might blamo the Opposition for tho 
looking up of the public oiSoes and tho 
suspension of repairs to roads and the 
prosecution of works of utility. Tho Op- 
position, hovevor, intended to protect the 
publio in tho matter (laughter). Ho fult 
like a storm tosied mariner and expected 
foul weather at any moment (hear, h^ear) . 
Ho advised the member for Tale (Mr. 
Smith) to follow the example of the rats 
and desert the sinking ship. 

Mr. Smith — No, sir; I stuck to you till 
your ship went down and I am not going

London, April 5.— The military situa 
tion is attracting attention. 

The Servian occupation of Bulgaria will 
relieve tho Russian troops to be concen- 
tratod south of the Balkans. 

There aro indications that the Russian 
troops lately at Sofia and north of Adriau- 
opie are moving south east. 

It is DOW believed that the occupation 
of the northern shore of the l^osphorus 
by tho Russians would prevent Admiral 
Hornby forcing a passage. 
I Some Russian divisions aro encamped 
on the road to Uuyukdere tmd the total 



Bayakdere. There are some Turkish 
brigades whioh could probably hold tho 
place till assistance arrived. 

Tho war oflice at St. Petersburg „ 
dissatisfied with the muster rolls and is 
making strenuous exertions to hurry up 
reserves. All rocruits in tho capital were 
three days ago inspected by the Emperor. 
Dispatches ■ from Constantinople fore- 
shadow the fall of Ahmed Veflk Pasha. 
President of the Council of Ministers and' 
Minister of the Interior, and tho recon 
struction of tho ministry in a pro-Russian 
sense. 

The Shah of Persia left Teheran for 
Europe by way of Tiflis on Wednesday 
last. 

Roue, April 5.— It is stated England 
will raise tho objections to tho establish- 
ment of relations with tho Vatican, but 
reserves tho right to iudicuto the basis 
thereof. Tho Vatican has instructed tho 
German bishops to do nothing to preju- 
dice negotiations for re-ostablishing rola 
tions between Berlin and tho Vatican. 

London, April 5.— A dispatch from St.

EUROPE. 

Parih, April 5.— Tho appeal of the 
Communist Gaucus against the sentence 
of death passed on him has been rejected, 

London, April 5.— If the attitude ef 
the Roumanian Government is real and 
not feigned it is dilllcult to see how 
a rupture can uo avoided when Russia 
proceeds to enforce tho treaty of Sao Ste 
fano, and a collision between Russia 
might ba brought about in this way. Tho 
protest referred to by Prince Gortsohakoff 
in his conversation with the Bonmanian 
agent in tho early part of this week was 
brought before tho secret sittings of the 
Roumanian Chambers lost Sunday by 
members hostile to Russia but uo notion 
will bo .taken till M. Brattious' mission 
to Vienna is officially communieatod to 
tho Chambers. M. Brattious will return 
to-day. 

Paris, April D.— M. Rivers, one of the 
members of tho commission appointed by 
tho Khadive to inquiro in the condition 
of the Egyptian revenues, etc., had an 
inteiviow with M. Waddington, foreign 
minister, on Thursday and loaves for 
Egypt Friday. It is beyond doubt 
in that settlement of this everlasting and 
dangerous Egyptian quastion is in one 
way or tho other nearing its end. 

VoLO, April 5. — The mutilated body of 
Mr. Ogle, tho !ifVmes' correspondent whose 
assassination was before reported, baa 
been found. 

London, April 5. — Dispatches from 
Athens reports the British Consul at 
Arisha has arrived at Volo and demanded 
delivery of tho murderer of Mr. Ogle to 
justice. 

London, April 5— In tho House of Com- 
mons this p.m. Sir Goo. Oampbell (Lib- 
eral) annonnned that' he would propose 
on Monday an additional address to the 
Queen, praying herM»j9sty to accept the 
preliminary conference proposed by Ger- 
many, and abstain from isolated action in 
the matter in whtch Euglaud has little 
direct interest, while intimating to other 
po ivers that England is prepared to sup- 
port them iu any concerted action they 
take to oppose the acts of spoliation with 
which Russia threatens Roumania. 

Berlin, April 5— One of the journals 
of this City to-day publihhod an extra 
edition stating that preparations are mak- 
ing for mobilizing the German army; also, 
oontainiDg other alarming statements. 

In the German Parliament the Minis- 
ter of War declared the statements abso- 
lutely untrue. 

Bucharest, April 6 — The Russians are 
rapidly building a large and apparently 
permanent bridge across tho Pruth at 
Schulani. Typus is prevalent through- 
out Servia and very violent amongst Tur- 
kish prisoners at Belgrade. 

Constantinople, April 5 — Tho British 
ironclad Devastation has arrived in the 
Gulf of Ismool, No moro ironclads are 
in tho Sea of Marmora; but tho fleet iu 
Bosika Bay will be strougthoned. 

At the last interview between the Sul- 
tan and tho Grand Duko Nicholas the for- 
mer reiterated his protest against the at- 
tempt to embark Russian troops at Bay 
ubdero. Tho Russiaua aro constructing 
barracks and accumulating provisions at 
San Stefano. 

BerIiIN, April 5 — Tbe North German 
Gazette says although tho treaty does not 
affect Germany's iutt-rests the entrance of 
Russia into antagonism with neighbors 
and friends of Germany cannot be a mat- 
ter of indifference to her. Tho nogotia- 
tors of tho treaty seem not to havo kept 
the interests of other powers sufiiciently 
in mind.
